THE ROVER CASE. 


Brief History of the Entire Affair from 


the Isocullon of the Sulphur Mine 
Down to the Execution. 


To-day, February 19th, is the day 


set for the execution of ,T. W. Eover 
for the murder of I. N. Sharp, at or 
near the Rabbit Hole Sulphur mines, 
in Hamboldt county, on or abont the 
8th day of April 1873. The mur- 
dered man had been missing from 
the mine for several days. Finally 
F. J. Me Worthy, the owner of the 
mine went in search of Sharo and went 
to Winnemucca and swore out a war- 
rant against Eover for the murder of 
tha missing person. He was gone 
from Camp four or five days, leaving 
Eover in camp during that time. 
On Sunday evening. April 18th, 
McWorthy, together with 
Sheriff 


Nush, and two other men arrived in 
camp with the warrant of arrest, and 
on Monday morning search was made 
for the missing man. Ha was soon 
found, cut in pieces and placed in 
ore aacks and buried in different 
places. Eover being arrested was 
taken to Winnemucca and placed up- 
on trial. After two trials and con- 
victions in Humboldt county his case 
was transferred to Washoe county, 
nod after two trials here, aid con- 
viction, appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and application to the Board of Par- 
dons, and everything done for him 
that can be done, the doomed man 
pays the penalty of his fearful crime 
with his own life. The synopsis of 
the history of the caso is as follows: 


In the early Spring of 1875, J, W. 


Rover, while living at Lodi, Califor- 
nia, learned that F. 3. JlcWorthy 
desired to find a sulphur mine. Hav- 
ing heard of the mines in Humboldt, 
Kivnr wrote to Meachum, at theHniu- 
boldt House, on the C. P. Railroad, 
couceruing the mine owned by Char- 
lie Wright. Meaeham replied that 
Wright still owned it, but was not 
doing much with it. Rover then in 
formed McWorthy that IIP, Rover, 
owned a fine sulphur mine in Hum- 
boldt co-nnty, Nevada, and showed 
him some specimens of sulphur, 
which he claimed came from his 
mine. 
MoWorthy made arrange- 


ments to come out and look at it, and 
if it was as represented agreed to 
purchase it. Ro^er having no money 
JlisWorthy paid his fare to the flum- 
boldt House. 
Rover there for the 


first time informed McWorthy that 
Wright owned a half interest in the 
mine, and nothing could be done 
wilhout his concurrence., 
Wright 


livnd several miles from the Hum 
boldt House on the river, so Eover 
left McWorthy at the station and 
"vent to see Wright. Upon his re 
turn he told McWorthy that Wright 
would have nothing ta do in the 
matter, und that arrangements could 
be made to sell the mine to MsWor- 
thy. Upon this turn of affairs Mc- 
Worthy made preparations to return 
to California. 
While waiting for a 


train he was ir.formed by Meacham 
and others that there were other sul- 
phur beds in that vicinity, as good as 
Wright's, that had never been located 
or claimed by any one, and an old 
Indian who was staying about the 
station was called, and knowing 
where such sulphur beds were, he 
was engaged by McWorthy to guide 
him to the place. They, including 
Rover, took the cars aad went up to 
Mill City station as the starting 
point, and there, procuring horses, 
McWorthy and the Indian went out 
to the place, and MoWorthy locate1! 
the mine in his own name. When 
Rover" learned that ho was not 
included 
in 
this new 
location 


he was not a little put out about i ; 
but having no money to get back to 
California, McWorthy engaged him 
to work for wages in the mine. They 
went out to the mine and worked a 
few days, and then leaving Eover at 
Charles Oiborne's ranch to await his 
return, 
McWorthy 
went to San 


Francisco to procure assistance and 
working materials. Upon his return, 
—in about ten days—he brought I. 
X. Sharp with him, and a quantity 
of ore sacks, grub, etc , and then all 
three went out to the mine to extract 
a car load of the mineral. 
After 


working sometime McWorthy 
left 


Rover and Sharp at the camp and 
went into Mill City to procure more 
sacks, a wheelbarrow, tools and other 
things required at the mine, and to 
engage a team to hinl the- ore to the 
railroad. After he had been gone 
several days, Sharp disliking Eover's 
course, would stay with him no long- 
er alone so left the camp and went 
also to Mill City. Rover sent by 
him to bring him iu, when he came 
back, a pair of now boots. When 
MuWorthy got ready to return to the 
mine, he procured Charles Osborn to 
haul them and their goods out to 
camp, or to the spring within abont 
four miles of the- camp, which waa as 


close as they could get wiih a team. 
Osborn, McWorthy and Sharp ar- 
rived at the spring on the evening of 
April 7th, 1875. Sharp was sent 
into camp, where Bover was alona, 
to tell Rover to bring the horse that 
was there, the nest morning, and 
pack the things in. Oaborn and Mc- 
Worthy remained at the spring all 
night, and on the morning of the 8th 
Osborn left for home, 25 or 39 miles 
distant, leaving MoWorthy alone at 
the spring. About noon of the 8th 
Rover arrived at tha spring with the 
horse, and with McWorthy returned 
to camp about 2 o'clock P. u. 
Sharp 


was not there. 
Rover stated to Mo- 


Worthy that he had left Sharp hunt- 
ing after the horse, while he found 
the horse and went to thu spring. 
After getting something to eat, Rover 
and McWorthy went up into the 
mine to work. After 
working 
a 


short time McWorthy left Rover and 
went down to the camp, and also 
went to look .for Sharp, over the hills 
in the direction that Eover said 
Sharp had taken to hunt for the 
horse, in the morning. After halloo- 
lag through the hills for sometime 
he returned to camp and got supper. 
When supper was about ready, about 
sundown, Eover came down from 
the mine. It was at this time that 
Rover says that he saw McWorthy 
kill Sharp. 
Ho.wuver, when Rover 


came to camp McWorthy appeared 
anxious about tha absence of Sharp, 
and told Rover that Sharp and he 
had some talk of re-locating Wright's 
mine, and that perhaps Sharp had 
gone 
over 
there to re-locale it. 


Rover replied that Sharp had said 
something about that matter that 
morning, and the direction that Eov- 


said he had taken to hunt the 


horse being in tha same direction to 
Wright's mine, 
McWorthy 
con- 


cluded 
Sharp 
had gone over to 


Wiight's mino, and would probably 
be gone all night. Rover and Mo- 
Worthy 
eat supper together and 


slept in the same bed that night. 
Early the morning of the 9th Rover, 
by Mo Worthy's lequest, took the 
horse, the only ono iu camp, or 
nearer 
than 
25 
or 
30 miles, 


aad 
went 
out 
to 
the 
spring 


for water and to Bring iu a fewr things 
that they wera unable to bring in 
tha day before. 
Ho returned to 


cimp about 11 o'clock A. M. taking 
two 
Indians 
with him, as Rover 


biijB to protect him from McWorthy, 
as he was afraid McWorthy would 
kill him, as he had Sharp. 
The In- 


dians stayed in camp a short time and 
left. From this time until the morn- 
ing of April 15th Eover and MeWor- 
thy remained in camp, working iu 
tho mine and sacking ore, eating at 
the same table and sleeping in tho 
same bed. On the 12th McWorthy 
aad Rover went over to Wright's 
mine to look after Sharp and relocate 
fie mine. 
They returned to their 


camp the same day, without finding 
Sharp. 
On the 13th two men canie 


the mine where they were both 


at work, and McWorthy talked with 
them about tha disappearanca of : 


Sharp, and wondered about his ab- 
sence at that time, when they wero in 
a hurry to get out a car loud of sul- 
phur. 
Rover heard tho conversa- 


tion, but said nothing. 
On the loth 


of April McWorthy resolved to hunt 
Sharp up, at all hazards; and think- 
ing that, perhaps, ha had become 
disgusted und left 
for 
California 


without acquainting thorn of his in- 
tention, ho left Rover alone in camp 
aad went to Ooborn's, believing that 
if Sharp had gone home he had gone 
first to Odboin's, where his trunk of 
clothing was left. 
Arriving at Os- 


born's and finding that he had not 
been there, Mrs Osburn told Mc- 
Worthy that if Sharp wag missing 
she believed that man Eover had 
murdered him, as 
he had made 


threats in her hearing against Sharp 
when he first arrived there. 
Mc- 


Worthy then 
went on to Mill City 


and by telegraph learned that Sharp 
had not arrived at his bxme in Oak- 
land, and his frieuds knew nothing 
of him. He then went to Winnt- 
mucca and swore out a warrant, and 
on Sunday with Sheriff Nash and tiv^ 
others arrived at the camp. Monday 
morning, before Rover was arrested, 
Nash took a stroll over the hills and 
soon discovered Sharp's coat, cut, 
torn and bloody, which, apparently, 
had been buried, but Lad been res- 
urrected by coyotes. He then arrest- 
ed Hover and all joined in tho search 
for the remains. Rover being taken 
along with them. They soon found 
foot-prints in a small canyon, whicn 
led to a spot where a shovel had been 
used. Here they unearthed a por- 
tion of the remains. Following up 
these tracks they found other por- 
tions of the body buried. All in 
uew ore sacks, separately and in dif- 
ferent places. 
The Sheriff caused 


Rover to place his foot in some of 
thea^tracks that lad to the discovery 


of tha body. He had on the new 
zew boots tbat Sharp had brought 
him from Mill City. His boot ex- 
actly fitted tha track. Rover was 
also caused to make an impression of 
his boot iu the ground by the side of 
these tracks, and the two tracks made 
were precisely similar. McWorthy 
is a large man and has a large fiat 
foot, much larger than the discovered^ ery 
tracks. The poitions of the remains 
found were buried under a tree in 
this small canyon, and Rover taken 
to Winneniueca and lodged in jail. 
As soon as in jail Rover tore off the 
soles of his boots and destroyed 
them. In all of the trials bad in the 
case, Eover has testified in hte own 
behalf. 
Ha admits knowing all 


about the murder and charges the 
crima against MoWorthy. 
But his 


stones are so absurd, contradictory 
and proven by indisputable evidanc^ 
to be false and impossible, that it 
shows it to be manufactured and but 
a tissue of falsehoods, which fully 
exonerates McWorthy, and taken in 
connection with the other circum- 
stances against him, points him out 
as the real criminal. 
Aside from his 


own statements, the evidence against 
him is entirely circumstantial. No- 
body swear? that Rover committed 
the deed, but he swears positively 
that he saw another commit it. 
The 


casa presents the strongest of pos.'- 
tive testimony against circumstantial, 
yet forty-four j urors out of forty-eight 
pronounced against the positive evi- 
dence, and found Rover guilty. This 
brings the matter up to the point 
where all are familiar with the de- 
tails, and unless Providence inter- 
venes, tho wretched man will, this 
morning, at 10 o'clock, pay tho pen- 
alty of the murder of I. N. Sharp. 


PENITENT AT 1AST. 


Yesterday the doomed man gave 


way and became very penitent and 
asked for the consolations of religion. 
He sent for Father Pottit, who was 
closeted with him for a long time. 
One of the Sisters of St. Dominix 
was with him also for a while. Ha 
seemed to realize at last that the time 
for the last trogic scone of his event- 
ful life was fast passing away, and 
clang to his spiritual advisors with 
tho desperation of a man who knew 
his fate. 


He was very quiet last night when 


we last heard from him—Father Pet- 
titt having paid him a secjnd visit. 


MOKlilD CUEIOSITY. 


A great many called during the 


day to see him but they were turned 
away, the Sheriff properly refusing 
to have him made a spectator to their 
morbid curiosity.

BOVEK'S INSANITY. 


Under Sec. 458 of the Criminal 


Practice Act it is made possible for 
the Sheriff, with the concurrence of 
the Judge, to summon a 'jury of 
twelve persons to inquire into the 
supposed insanity of any man under 
judgment of death. Last night this 
law was, invoked for the aid of Rover, 
and the following gentlemen consti- 
tuted the jury;. J. C\ Lewis, J. K. 
Everett, R, W. Ash, H. Toombs, 
Frank Bell, J. S. Shoemaker, H. H. 
Beck, J. C. Hagerman, E. A. Vesey, 
H. W. Higgins, L L. Crockett and 
Wm. Duck. 
At 7:30 o'clock tho' 


court house was crowded with an in- 
terested throng of spectators. M. S. 
Bonnifield, attorney for Rover, asked 
an adjournment for halfanhoni, in 
order to get his testimony and wit- 
nesses ready. The jury granted it. 
This is quite an unusual proceeding, 
and tho law appears to bf that the 
Court cannot interfere, no challenges 
interposed, and the twelve men sum- 
moned by tho Sheriff must act and 
are alone responsible. , 


After the roconvocation Dr. Bishop 


was called, sworn, nnd testified and 
interrogated by Gen. R. M. Clarke. 
Tho doctor testified generally that he 
believed Rover's mind not well bal- 
anced; thought the effect of the 
strain upon him during three years' 
imprisonment tended to insanity, and 
that taking all acta and circumstances 
into considt ration he believed that 
Rovor was of unsound mind, and 
ought to be sent to an Insane Asy- 
lum. Finally it was shown by cros 
examination that Eover 
had told 


Bishop and Dawson that if they 
would tell him how to act he would 
try the insanity dodge. 


TUe casa continued tiniil about 11 


o'clock last night, when they ad- 
journed until 8:30 this morning.

who fell dead on the sidewalk, where 
Harrington shot twice more into liia 
dead body. During his first (rial 
Harrington was defended by B. H. 

Th» 
grounds upon which they asked and. 
fljcured anew trial was their excep- 
tion to Judge Rising's ruling on the 
following question asked Harrington: 
"Did yon at the time you fired the 
fatal shot believe yourself to ba .in 
danger." Judge Rising decided that 
the question coold not bo answered. 
Harrington will be defended during 
his trial hero next April by Hon. 
Wm. Woodburn.
